At the East and West India docks 


tea, sugar and tropical woods aiv un- 
loaded. The Rum Quay has fl capa- 
city of 40,000 puncheons, with vaults 
of brick 154 feet in width. The im- 
port dock covers thirty acres and is 
flanked by half a mile of warehouses. 
It is said that visitors to the vaults 
return to the air with all the symp- 
toms of drunkenness, caused by the 
aroma from the rum puncheons. The 
laborers at this dock have their necks 
covered with 
a 
calloused 'growth 


known as a "hummie," caused by the 
continuous pressure 
of the 
great 


timber logs, which they carry with 
the aase and dexterity of long prac- 
tice. 


About ten thousand casual labor- 


ers inhabit the squalid region in the 
vicinity of the docks, earning from 
three to four dollars a week by do- 
ing odd jobs, and inhabiting miserable 
one-room lodgings, which 
rent 
for 


about seventy-five cents or a dollar a 
week. Every morning when the dock 
gates are opened thousands of these 
half-starved 
wretches 
struggle 


through and crowd behind the ropO3 
to await the possibility of a job. Tho 
permanent laborers, who can usually 
earn tho princely stipend of five to 
six dollars a week, .lie, of course, 
first engaged; then the "preference" 
men are taken on. When these have 
all been engaged a thrill Of interest 
passes along the line. The mob strug- 
gles and jostles, each man stretching 
out his hands clamorously in the ef- 
fort to attract the compassion of the 
overseer, who walks up .and down in 
front of the ropes, from time to time 
dcxteriously slipping a ticket into the 
hands of some casual who takes his 
fancy. 
After all those hands needed 


have been engaged the rest slink away 
sadly, to loaf around the gates or tho 
public houses when they can get the 
price of a pint of beer, in the hope 
-.if the arrival of another vessel later 
in the day, or of some "job" which, 
will provide them with the price of 
another drink or a bfte of supper in 
the evening.
